Commissioner Creates Scene in 
Moving Dismissal. 


Decapitated Captain Now to 
Ask Aid of Courts. 


The dismissal of Capt. Thomas H 
Broadhead from the police force war 
accomplished by the Police Commis- 
sion last night with little ceremony. 
The denouement had an ante-climax 
at Wednesday nicht's session, when 
insubordination was added to the 
other charges against Broadhead, but 
the finale added a new phase to the 
interest of the case, as it is believed 
to have brought th. political Gnish of 
Ss. C. Graham, a member of the Police 
Commission, and chairman of the 
Lissner-Bar!i Good Government Organ- 
ization. 

Graham interfered with the pro- 
gramme by making a long, redundant 
and somewhat thickly-spoken speech 
condemning Broadhead for refusing to 
take the witness stand and answer 
questions about the pending charges. 
In his remarks he declared that if 
Broadhead could refuse to answer 
questions of the commission, any other 
policeman could, and if that was the 
commission t as well 


he 


charges 
dice and not having mern. 

Graham sald Broadhead’ 
was rank insubordination, and he 
moved that, summarily, the captain be 
dismissed from the force. 

INTRUSION WELCOMED. 

Graham's appearance, his Gemeanor 
and his reiteration. made hint some- 
thing of a spectacie. Once the Mayor, 
who sat white and rigid, attempted to 
call him to order, but did not succeed. 
The other commissioners remained 
strangely silent and welcomed the in- 
trusion of Trask with suggestions of 
a speedy way to terminate the trial.

At the beginning of last night's ses- 
sion, Broadhead filed an answer to the 
charge of insubordination, In which he 
held that the charges did not contain 
facts, or any fact, sufficient to consti- 
tute insubordination because the com- 
mission, under Section 1323 of the 
Criminal Code, had no power to re- 
quire him to testify to things that 
might be construed into the commis- 
sion of a crime. 

The answer asked the dismissal of 
the charge because it had no merit, 
and the dismissal of the other charges 
—Iincompetency and neglect of dety— 
because the commission was disqual- 
ified by prejudice and bias. 

It reiterated the objections made in 
the first answer and added that the 
Mayor had been the candidate of the 
recallers in the anti-Harper campaign 
and was prejudiced because Broadhead 
was a member of the Harper admin- 
istration as its police chief. 
QUESTION OF LAW. 


“The fact is simply this,” said Ap- 
pel to the commission, “If you are 
right as to the law giving you power. 
Broadhead is off the police force: if 
not, your dismissal is null and void. 
That is all we want to make clear.” 
Appel said He thought the record 
would satisfy the courts that the dis- 
missal was unwarra*ted. 

During all the proceedings, Broad- 
head has maintained good humor anck 
thorough respect for his superiors. A

S THE PRESS IN FETTERS? 

A professional writer (we do not know 
whether he was afflicted with cacoethes scribendi or 
an itching palm for the so-much-per-line to be had 
for his article, or merely u desire to make a sensa- 


tion) recently prepared for one of the yellow maga- 


zines of the country an article on the press. The 
matter was a broad and general, almost indiscrimi- 
nate, arraignment of the newspapers of the coun- 
try as being subservient to influences not for the 
public good. The article has been pretty freely 
copied, pretty generally quoted from, and has pro- 
duced some i ssions on very soft minds. The 
perpetual Presidential candidate, William J. Bryan, 
shows the effect of deep indentations in the pulpy 
matter benenth his cranium produced by the arti- 
cle. Probably the motive of reproducing it in the 

was the same as that which lay at the 
bottom of its first production in the magazine, and 
also of its more or less complete reproduction in 
many periodicals, would-be competitors of the daily 


press. 

Now readers of the daily press who are ‘not 
like young robins sitting unfledged in the nest, with 
gaping red throats waiting for somo creature to 
come along and drop something palatable into their 
mouths, know that ul! sorts of influences underlie 
the publication of all sorts of publications. This 
is not only true of the dailies, but of the weeklies, 
monthlies and quarterlies. Fundamentally, the pur- 
pose of nearly every publication, in America and 
out of it, is the same as that which accounts for 
the appearance of the Commoner, of the magazine 
which publishes the article we are referring to, and 
for the writing of the article. That purpose is to 
make money. The way of accomplishing this pur- 
pose is as various as the various minds which con- 


trol the publications. It depends upon two or three 


faculties or qualities of human nature. It depends 
upon the honesty, upon the intelligence, upon the 
courage afd the interests of the publisher. 

We propose to confine our consideration to the 
daily press, as that was the object of the attack, 
The varions daily publications of the world are 
known broadly’ under the general term newspapers. 
The newspaper which is conducted by broad intel- 
ligence ond business’ shrewdness is true to its 
name. The gathering and writing ahd printing and 
circulating of the news is the proper function of a 
newspaper. If it is ¢onducted by minds broadly 
intelligent and shrewd from the business point of 
view it will reproduce the news that comes to its 
office, in the first place with truthful accuracy, in 
the second place with dis¢riminating judgment as 
to the relative value of the various items of news, 
and lastly with some attention to the artistic pres- 
entation of the facts at hand. The daily publica- 
tion, whether in village, town, city or metropolis, 


whatever the scope of the field in which it operates 


and whatever that of the columns in which the 
news is presented, which understands that this is 
the purpose of printing a paper and that these are 
the ways which lead to success, will present to its 
readers all the news important to them which ite 


columns will carry and it can obtain. Any paper , 
conducted methods 


on these prineiples and by these 


resentation you can heap upon it. 
the country want the news, all they can 
in as ample form as possible and with as 
ert in the presentation of it as can be 
people want all the news. Each person 
want it all, but in the aggregate the members 
every community do want all the news. One per- 
son cares nothing for sports, but everything for 
market news. A society woman probably spends 
little time over the business department of the 
paper, but much r social events. A boy cares 
little about the New York stock market, but every- 
thing about the latest baseball record. The real 
newspaper in appropriate departments presents all 
the news of these various departments it can ob- 
tain as accurately as diligent, trained, . 
reporters can get at the facts. | 

rallel with the presentation of the news lies 
the policy of the paper. In politics one paper is Re- 
publican, another Democratic, and so on to the end 
of the political subdivisions of the community. It 
ia difficult for human nature to be always fair to 

other side. Questions of politics as well as of 
religion and other subdivisions of human opinion 
will bias the mind of the best man, and editors and 
newspaper writers are only human beings. But the 
paper which presents matters connected with poli- 
tics as well as those connected with religion, the 
temperance movement and various reforms, with 
the least-bias and prejudice is the paper that will 
obtain the largest circulation in its community. 
Newspaper publishers are not usually taken from 
asylums for the weak-minded nor from crazy- 
houses. T usually have a pretty shrewd notion 
of which of the bread the butter lies on, and 
as far as human frailty will permit they give the 
people the news known to be desired. A good news- 
paper will not suppress political news because it is 
against the party for whose principles it stands. A 
good newpaper will not stand for candidates for 
office nor for office-holders because they belong to 
the party whose principles the paper stands for, 
but rather will be the first to brand the incompetent 
or dishonest office-seeker or office-holder for the 
party's sake as well as for that of the community. 

Of course the article referred to here attacks 

the daily newspaper on the ground of bias in finan- 
cial and induagrial affairs. The suggestion all 
through is that the interests of the great body of 
the public are not considered by the newspaper be- 
cause it is controlled by the large financial and in- 
dustrial interests supposed by the writer of this 
article to be antagonistic to the general public in- 
terest. As to this, if the view of the author is cor- 
rect, it is the most unhappy and dangerous situation 
the country could be in. Capital and labor cannot 
be antagonistic‘ ne to the other without ruin to 
both. The friendliest, most sympathetical relations 
between the two elements of our pursnits are es- 
sential to the well-being of capital quite as much 
as to the well-being of labor. Here again we 
encounter human nature with all its frailties and 
narrowness of view. Undoubtedly there are persons 
with capital employed in industry who are not al- 
ways or entirely fair to those who do the work. 
On the other hand, there are persotis who’ have 
nothing but their time, intelligence, skill and muscle 
to sell who are quite as greedy of gain as the veri- 
est Shylock that ever demanded his pound of flesh. 
On one side this spirit is just as wrong as it is on 
the other, and just as prevalent. 


Here again we have lines of cleavage along which 
newspaper policies split, just as they do on politics 


or religion. We have newspapers (sometimes very 
falsely so called) whose policy is to defend the em- 
ployed against the employer. These pers * are 
often exceedingly biased, narrow, prejud full of 
bigotry of an unjust spirit and unfortunately de- 
fiant even of the laws of the land. There are no 
other newspapers in the United States published in 
any interest so prejudiced, so unfair, so openly de- 
fiant of law, as this class of “organ.” But we are 
speaking here of newspapers and not of “organs.”

openly, honestly, publithed in the interest of the 
finances and great industrial interests of the coun- 
try. It makes no bones about the policy which it 
It may be biased at times, could hardly 
so, and yet unless it presents its facts 
fairly, truthfully, its influence in the world would 
be absolutely nil. It may present its side of the 
news and leave those whose interests differ from 
that of its clientage to present to the world the 
views on the other side. This is no more dishonest 
the special journal than it is in the lawyer who 
kes a client’s case and leaves his opponents on 
other side to attack his facts and array their 
in opposition to his. 

Street Journal may be just as conscientious, 
and honorable as the highest type of 
wyer in the United States. 

When it comes to the newspaper pure and simple 
it is absolutely absurd, and as false as absurd, to 
up the contention that it is run in the behalf 
any interest other than that of giving to the 
general public all the important news of the world 
as accurately and fairly as the facts could be ob- 


tained. If there is bias on the part of any such

newspaper it is found in its editorial columns, and 
there it is subject to attack from a hundred papers 


whose views are different and interests other than 


those of the paper in question.

"certainly in an awkward position. Lloyd George's 


budget bears awfully hard upon the Conservatives. 
They are represented by the House of Lords, which 
is almost exclusivély theirs. The friction between 
this hereditary legislative chamber and the popular 
branch of Parliament, the House of 8, is 
something very severe. Lloyd George's bill is prac- 
tical tion of property, and the property for 
the most part belongs to the Conservatives. The 
old-age pension bill is respongible for a good deal 
of the new taxation, and the Lords, in a moment 
of drowsy inadvertence, passed the bill providing 
for these pensions. They were probably too sleepy 
to realize that the money to meet these pensions 
must come from taxation, that everything likely to 
yield a penny in the pound had already been taxed, 
and that a new shilling in the pound or there- 
abouts mußt be added to meet these new expendi- 
tures. 
The presentation of the budget awoke even the 
drowsy members of the House of Lords. Rosebery 
was the first to come out of the nightmare, and his 
denunciation of the new tax scheme was loud 
enough to be heard from one end of England to the 
other. He proclaimed Lloyd George's plan a revo- 
lution. 
The House of Lords would like to throw out the 
budget, but will they dare to do it? In the first 
place, it would be what George's tax bill is, a revo- 
lation. Sinee the days of Charles I, not to go back 
farther, the levying of taxes has rested with the 
House of Commons. All financial measures myst 
originate in that house, and the House of Lords 
has so far never found courage enough to lock 
horns with the popular branch of Parliament and 
dispute even feebly any taxation proposition that 
might be presented. What the lords fear is that if 
they face this revolutionary act and throw out the 
budget the extfeme radicals will raise a loud roar, 
as they have on former occasions, “Down with the 
House of Lords.” The hereditary branch of the 


English Parliament is a fossil. It is regarded bye 


good many Britishers as a survival of the unfittest. 
The average Lord Tom Noddy has not a personality 
that is very impressive. The Lord Dundreary type 
of legislator is rather a joke. The lords know this 
very well, and are hesitating about taking the revo-

tive party. He was very frank in his presentation 
of the conditions that ¢onfront Great Britain. Ac- 
cording to his views it is not simply the Conserva- 
tive party, but all Great Britain, that must contem- 
plate an awkward dilemma and decide on which 
horn they will attempt to take a rest. 

The British statesman opened his address by refer- 


ring to the budget, with its “dangerous tendency | 


toward slipshod communism,” and then went on to 
outline the conditions in the country generally. He 
said: “The country’s condition is not now and 
haleyon days 
British industrial supremacy. There is 
happily, more certain than that in many 
greatest industries Great Britain is no longer first 
among her equals, not even second among her 
equals, while in some directions she has to rejoice 
in holding third place.” He refers to the great 
strides being made in America and Germany in in- 
dustrial matters and to the immense amount of 
British capita! seeking more favorable investment 
in these foreign countries than it can find at home. 
He pointed out that capital, is not so altruistic as 
men like Lloyd George would have it to be, that the 
budget proposals of the ttle Welsh statesman will 
inevitably have the effect of driving much more 
British capital into foreign fields to seek invest- 
ment where confiscation is not practiced the 
laws of the other countries. As this capital is with- 
drawn from investments in Great Britain, the Brit- 
ish workman will find it continually more difficult 
to carn salt for his porridge, even if he had the 
porridge. The protective tariff laws of ge 
and the United States make it difficult for Bri 
manufactures to enter there into successful compe- 
tition with the home product. On the contrary, 
Great Britain lies wide open to be invaded by any 
flood of surplus products the protected countries 
may find it convenient to dump there in times of 
stress. 

Having thus outlined the present and probable 
future to the great industrial masses of Birming- 
ham, Mr. Balfour yielded the platform to the Right 
Honorable J. Austin Chamberlain, son of his great 
father, who sat at Highbury listening to the former 
Prime Minister’s address., Mr, Chamberlain read a 
letter from his father which came to the pith of 
the matter as follows: “I hope the House of Lords 
will see the way to forte a general election, and I 
have ho doubt of what the country’s answer will 
be.” 

We are told by the English papers that Balfour's 
address was listened to with the greatest attention 
and evoked a good deal of enthusiasm. The cheers 
that greeted Mr. Chamberlain's letter, we are told, 
were tremendous. There were dissentient voices in 
the assembly, but not many, and the meeting 
adopted a resolution which pledged the party to Mr. 
Balfour’s leadership. 

The resolutions closed with these words: “Recog- 
nizing that the financial proposals of the govern- 
ment are intended to postpone indefinitely the policy 
of tariff reform, this meeting declares ite deter- 
mined adherence to that policy as a necessary means 
of increasing employment at home and strengthen- 
ing the empire at large.” | 

So far away from Great Britain it is a little dif- 
ficult to see how Lloyd George's budget, which 
Rosebery declared to be 4 revolution, is aimed at 
2 the free way to glory of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's tariff reform policy.

Entertaining a Prejudice. 

Of all the occupations known to men, 
entertaining a prejudice is the most 
absurd. Yet the practice is almost 
universal. 

The prejudice is usually uninvited. 
He comes in quietly, removes his hat 
and coat, saunters up to the guest 
chamber, and prepares to become a 
permanent feature of the establish- 
ment. You entertain him royally, 
strain him to your bosom, exhibit him 
proudly to tvery one, fight for him, 
defend him, and perpetuate him. Yet 
you do not even admit that he ia pres- 
ent. “I entertain a prejudice?” you 
say, with becoming concern. “Never.” 

Birds of a feather flock together. It 
therefore happens that it there is one 
prejudice present, there are also others. 
They always come in unawares, and 
take their places silently and unob- 
trusively. But oh, how they hang to- 
@ether in an argument. 

A group ot prejudices is invincible. 
They have never been beaten. 

The strange part of prejudices is that 
one would think they would prefer 
more commodious quarters. But no, 
the narrower the mind, the more con- 
tent they are. They don't mind close 
quarters. The closer the better. 

Prejudices are always busy. If they 
are not tampering with one’s eyesight, 
they are screening the mind from the 
open; putting blinds on, and making it 
dark eough to sleep in comfortably. 
A man can get insured against al- 
most anything else but prejudices, He 
can insure himself against fire and 


and depreciation in his property. But 
there is no company so fortified that 
it would take the risk of insuring 
against prejudice. And then no man 
would ever think of taking out any in- 
surance against one, because he would 
never admit that he had it. The pre- 
judice himself fixes that. The first 
thing he does is to make the man think 
he ign't there. 

That is why prejudices, no matter 
how much damage they cause to char- 
acter, are never evitced: They have 
come to stay.—({Lippincott's. .
